For several days preceeding each 
incoming train brought guests from 
every quarter of the state to wit­ 
ness the great g*vent„ which wa 
planned to occur in the west wing 
of Hip museum of tin new capito 
building. Th" sunie of $1,500 had 
Peon expended in

exquisite! 
decorations of that palatial hail, 
which would only seat some 2,000 
people at most. 
The clans gathered from the east 
and west, north and south and con­ 
sternation reigned supreme when 
it became known that each repre­ 
sentative would only receive three 
tickets, and each 
senator 
five 
There were to be four classes of 
tickets, official, standing room, re­ 
served and ordinary tickets. 
One 
representative was heard to lament 
that Ion people had come from his 
district and he only 
had 
three 
tickets to give them. 
It happened, 
through the kindness of Mr. Drake 
Watson, speaker of ihe house 
>f 
representatives, that 
our 
house- 
party were supplied with the covet 
ed official tickets, and we closed 
our eyes that 
night, 
thankful 
in 
their possession, but sorry for th 
thousands who would not be able 
to gain admitanee. 
The morning of the 8th of Jan 
nary, 1017, dawned clear and beau­ 
tiful—the wintry winds of January 
bad tinned to the soft, balmy skies 
of May, and the bugle call sounded 
over the citv that the ceremonies 
would be out of doors! 
This news 
was hailed with joy, and hastily 
plans were changed and a temper 
ary platform was erected between 
the state house and 
the 
fedora 
building.. 
Long before the noon hour the 
crowds began to gather, selecting 
for themselves places of best ad­ 
vantage. 
The people were massed 
on the postoffice lawn, 
the 
post­ 
office building, the new capitol, the 
temporary capitol, the old supreme 
and court building; others were 
seated on top of the Gill Construc­ 
tion company offices, 
every 
win­ 
dow in buildings surrounding th" 
platform were filled with people, 
some were in the trees and others 
on the roofs of buildings. 
At the appointed 
time

It was indeed a thrilling 
moment and breathlessly the crowd 
waited to witness for Die first 
lime in the history of Missouri, the 
inauguration of a governor out of 
doors. 
The representatives then march­ 
ed two by two down ail isle formed 
by military officers: then came the 
more sedate senators, some weal­ 
ing tall silk hats and all wearing a 
carnation. 
These men were cs 
ported to places reserved for them. 
The next body of men to appear 
were the newly appoint ed c o l o n e l s 
of Governor-Elect Gardner’s staff. 
In elegant uniforms of black, touch 
ed up with handsome gold braid 
and glittering swords swinging -it 
their sides, they made an imposing 
picture. 
Towering above them all 
was Col. W. H. Powell, president of 
Die Citizens’ bank, of Sedalia, and 
Sedalians noted with 
pride 
that 
none were more handsome or im 
posing than be. 
The receiving party then escort­ 
ed th" governor-elect 
and 
Mrs 
Gardner, Governor and Mrs. Major 
and their parties, to the platform. 
Mrs. Gardner, always a beautiful 
woman, was made radiently lovely 
bv the pride and happiness which 
ben md in her face, as she gracious- 
Iv acknowledged the greetings of 
the throng, and no doubt that was 
rightfully the happiest moment of 
her life, and Missouri is proud to 
accord the honor of the first 
of our state to one so able to u » 
with grace each r e q u i r e m e n t which 
may be placed upon her. 
Lieutenant-Governor Painter ca 
cd the meeting to order and Hon 
\V. W. Graves, of 
the 
supreme 
court, administered the oath of o - 
fice to Governor Gatdnei. 
V 1 i 
the dome of the m a g n i f i c e n t capno 
looming before him, the clou ess 
blue sky above bim and thousands 
of Missourians around him, ^ 1 1 
solemn dignity. Governor Gardnm 
was sworn into the highest o u 
within the gift of Missouri people^ 
W ith his hand on a Bible, w o. * . 
fly leaf bore the following i n s e r t | 
lion, “To Freddie O. Gardner. From 
His Sunday School Teacher, 
pledged to Missouri his honor are 
fealty in office. 
This Bible was a 
„if! to bim from his teacher when 
he was six eyars old. 
Other s t a t e 
officers were sworn in and again 
Sedalia was greatly honored in Mr 


John L. Sullivan, who was elected 
secretary of state. 
As the cere­ 
monies closed the salvos of artil­ 
lery roared, echoed and re-echoed 
from across the Missouri river, the 
bands played and the welkin rang 
with the applause of the vast mill 
titude. 
As soon as the enthusiasm sub 
sided Governor* Gardner delivered 
his inaugural address, which was a 
masterpiece of true democracy and 
was said to have been the most 
remarkable ever delivered before a 
Missouri legislature. 
He advanced 
three great reforms, the rehabilita 
tion of the penal institutions; build­ 
ing of good roads, and reform of 
state finances, and the great crow I 
shouted its approval. 
Most eloquently did Mr. Card 
ner close bis address with these 
stirring words: 
“Members of the legislature, fel 
low citizens, and people of Mis 
souri: 
I am praying Almighty God 
on bended knees each day of my 
life that he will give me strength 
and guidance in the performance 
of these important dudes. Will you 
co-operate with me? 
Will you un­ 
hold my hands? 
Long live Im 
perial Missouri!” 
The reception and inaugural ball 
which closed the eventful day was 
a most brilliant and gorgeous af 
fair. 
The historic mansion which 
has welcomed 
twenty-seven got 
et nom of Missouri, was certain-v 
never more beautiful—surely the 
faces of former governors which 
looked down 
from 
their 
gold 
frames on the walls of the mansion 
never saw- such a wealth of beau 
tiful women and gallant men. Vol 
vets and costly laces, jewels flash 
ing less brightly than the eyes of 
their wearers, the glitter of mill 
tary regalia, all united to form an 
occasion to 
be 
remembered 
bv 
every one fortunate enough to be 
present. 
Divine music lent its sweet tones 
to the happiness of th" dancers. 
It was an exceeding pleasure lo 
meet our Sigma Phi brothers from 
the Missouri Fniversitv. 
Governor 
Gardner’s son, being a Sigma Phi 
brought down a special car filled 
with Sigma ('his and their young 
ladies. They danced in the private 
hall room on the third floor of the 
mansion, and that picture of youth 
and beauty was of supreme loveli 
ness. the girls, in 
filmy 
gowns 
formed a perfect rainbow of color 
and our Bettina Terry, of Sedalia, 
who came with the party, was the 
loveliest of the fair. 
All over the mansion there were 
festoons of southern 
smilax 
and 
great bunches of American Beauty 
roses, which drooped their heads 
in the presence of so many Mis 
souri beauties.

Mr. Speer 
most courteously 
explained each 
interesting detail of the building, 
and like all the other four commis­ 
sioners, he is a man of sterling in­ 
tegrity and 
unimpeachable char­ 
acter, of broad learning, executive 
ability and unyielding devotion to 
duty. 
Ii has been said that if Governor 
Hadley never did 
another 
thing 
than appoint the five grand, noble 
men, who are above reproach and 
above bribe, as commissioners of 
our capitol building he would have 
gone Uow-n in history 
as a great 
man. There has been absolutely no 
graft in its construction; the Peo­ 
ple’s money has been sacredly ex­

or termination, have been placed 
in definite form by the federal re­ 
serve board and soon will be in­ 
troduced in congress. 
The chief unforseen difficulty the 
country has faced since the w ar’s 
start*, the board officials believe, 
will result from the huge gold im­ 
portations which have tended to 
upset economic and financial con­ 
ditions. 
The recommendations 
are 
'or 
new legislation, aimed at controll­ 
in g loan extensions, based on these 
gold accretions. 
The am endm ents are designed to 
enable the federal reserve banks 
to withdraw’ gold from circulation 
while enabling m em ber banks at 
the s a m e time to release the gold 
at present Led up in their vaults. 
The am endm ents are based on 
the theory that all individual banks 
should strengthen the gold holdings 
of the federal reserve banks.

Grippe is a different and more 
dangerous disease 
than 
the ordi­ 
nary cold, according to Dr. M. P. 
Ravenel, of the department of pre­ 
ventive medicine of the University 
of Missouri. It has become a fash­ 
ion, however, to 
call 
all severe 
colds grippe. The ordinary cold is 
an inflammation 
of 
the 
mucous 
membrane of 
the 
upper respira­ 
tory tract. 
The 
proper name for 
grippe is influenza. It is caused by 
a specific germ which, to a great­ 
er or less 
extent, 
invades 
the 
body. 
It 
invariably 
produces 
a 
nervous condition 
and oftentimes 
intense depression, symptoms that 
are not seen 
with 
the 
ordinary 
cold. 
Grippe is 
a 
dangerous disease. 
It may be followed by pneumonia, 
meningitis 
or 
severe 
intestinal 
symptoms. Indeed, in one form of 
grippe the digestive tract is the 
chief location. 
This 
is known as 
abdominal or intestinal grippe. 
Grippe is particularly dangerous 
for those 
suffering 
from chronic 
diseases, 
particularly 
consump­ 
tion. 
After a long absence from 
America, an intensely 
severe epi­ 
demic 
reached 
this 
country 
in 
1889. There was a large number of 
deaths and a number of cases in 
which the depression and delirium 
almost 
reached insanity. 
There 
were many 
cases 
of tuberculosis 
following 
this 
epidemic. 
These 
cases were unquestionably people 
who had been 
infected 
with the 
tubercle germ and were resisting 
it. The attack of grippe so lowered 
their vital power that the tubercle 
germ again became active. 
The first symptoms 
of 
grippe 
are usually those of an acute cold, 
chilliness, 
sneezing, 
discharge 
from tile nostrils and a cough. The 
germ is thrown out particularly in 
the material which is coughed up. 
It is, fortunately, a delicate germ, 
and can not survive exposure for 
any length of time. 
The grippe germ is spread chief­ 
ly by sneezing, coughing or direct 
contact of any sort.. 
The use of 
the same handkerchief by a num­ 
ber of persons readily 
spreads it 
from one to another. 
There is no 
specific treatment 
for 
grippe. 
Patent 
medicines 
should be avoided. It is a disease 
which requires the services of a 
skilled physician and the utmost 
care.
